Health Officer Dr. C. S. Reimestad, has Re­ 
signed from Service on Account of 
. the Poor Pay Given 


Dr. C. S. Reimestad, health officer 
of Brainerd, haa Riven notice that 
he w ill resign front his office as the 
salary, $25 a month, is altogether too 
small for a doctor compelled to devote 
almost his entire time to the position. 
There are some cases of smallpox 
in Brainerd and other diseases and it 
keeps the health officer busy. 
Speaking of health laws in M inne­ 
sota. Dr. Reimestad said they were 
lax and that an authority on such 
matters had visited Minnesota and 
summed up the situation that they 
were of as much value as the sum­ 
moning of a fire department when the 
town had burned up. 
Dr. R. A. Beise, mayor of Brainerd. 
is absent from the city. 
President of 
the C ity Council F. A. F a rra r is at 
Minneapolis. 


Accordingly the mantle of mayor 
pro tem falls upon the shoulders of 
Vice-President Ive r Benson, of the 
city council and today his friends for 
the first time in history are address­ 
ing him as M ayor Benson. 
M ayor Benson said he would do 
nothing rash during his tenure of 
office. 
The resignation of Dr. Reim e­ 
stad w ill aw ait the return of Dr. R 
A. 
Beise. 
Under t|e charter, 
the 
council cannot raise during the term 
the salary of an appointed officer, say 
seme charter experts. 
The council 


seemed to favor Dr. Reimestad ap­ 
pointing an assistant to relieve him 
of much of the heavy burden of his 
office. 


BRIDGE AT SPOKANE FALLS 


Two Men Killed in Collapse of New 
Structure. 


Spokane, Wash., Feb. 7.— At least 
two men were killed, two are dying 
and nine were in ju r e d seriously when 
the new 250-foot concrete arch bridge 
over the Spokane river at Post street 
collapsed, throwing 
twenty-six work 
men into 
the turbulent stream just 
above the Spokane falls. 
Several workmen escaped uninjured 
by the narrowest chance, while others 
who were seriously hurt w ere‘rescued 
by firemen and policemen, who risked 
th* lr lives to descend to the wreck 
ag** piled up in the river.

Thrift and the High Cost of Living, 
How to Meet 
Latter 


F o r the past few years one of the 
timely and im p o rta n t topics has been 
tlu* high cost of living. 
Foodstuffs 
have been increasing In cost w ith a 
rapid ity t h a t has made re a d ju stm e n t 
necessary In many lines and only as 
wages have kept pace with 
th e 
In­ 
crease In o th er th in g s have we been 
able to keep o ur financial ship s off 
the rocks. 
W a r conditions have not 
helped the m atte r, for In spite of our 
great prosperity the cost of living 
still m o unts up. 
As Individuals we are In a large 
m easure helpless to remedy the diffi­ 
culty. for th e causes are economic and 
beyond our control; b ut we 
can 
do 
much tow ard alleviating the resulting 
ills. 
We cannot all he teachers of 
domestic science, bu t we can all p rac ­ 
tice the art of good living. 
We c a n ­ 
not ch a n g e th e price of beef steak, 
but we can m ake b etter use of our 
porterhouses. 
We can do some solid 
th i n k i n g and apply thrift principles 
to o u r kitchens and dining rooms and 
offset in a very large measure th e a d ­ 
ded s tra in of hig h prices. 
The trouble with m any homekeep- 
ers Is they take the easy way and sta y 
in a rut. 
They do not study th eir 
jobs and like every one else who does 
thoughtless work, do the work poorly 
For Instance, in a 
large 
hoarding 
house, as In all such establishments, 
one of the principal Items of food Is 
steaks and chops. 
T heir cost Is high 
and the waste is large. 
The landlady 
complains t h a t she (a n n o t make a 
living. 
But she doesn't know how 
Many of the guests are fond of fish 
in various forms, yet th e menu sel­ 
dom includes fish; and fish Is cheap. 
On a single meal she could save from 
from three to five dollars and please 
her guests immensely. 
She 
might 
o ften s u b stitu te a stew for a steak, 
and accomplish the same r* suits. She 
m ight us» cheape r cuts of meat made 
up Into appetizing forms. 
But she 
sticks to her chotts and steaks and 
grum bles at th e high cost of r u n ­ 
ning a boarding house. 
It's the high 
cost of Ignorance that she ought to 
blame. 
We have been charged, times with

m aintenance of the arm y and navy. 
But other world pow er auxiliaries 
are also very expensive. 
H aw aii, ca n ­ 
ell the "outpost In the Pacific.'* lins 
already cost a great deal for the naval 
station at Pearl Harbor, fortifications 
aud In keeping a division of the arm y 
and a naval squadron as a protection 
for Ult* islands. 
T his y ear there will 
be an appropriation of $.'1,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 or 
$4,000,000 for barracks aud quarters 
for troops, besides additional million* 
for fortifications. 


Millions at Panam a. 
Technically under the llay-Paunce- 
fote treaty the United States has no 
right to fortify tho P anam a canal, but 
we have gone ahead and built great 
fortifications at each end of that w a ­ 
terw ay and are increasing the arm ed 
forces thoro y ear by year.

Mass Meeting of Workers in Gardner 
Auditorium Condemns War Un­ 
less to Repel Invasion 


URGES USE OF THE EMBARGO 


People, it is Asserted in Resolutions. 
Have Suffered Enough From 
High Prices 
* 


A mass meeting of workers of the 
city crowded the large Gardner au­ 
ditorium Tuesday evening, discussing 
the various phases of the world war 
into whose maelstrom 
the 
United 
States may soon be drawn. 
The sense of the meeting, addressed 
by many speakers, was that none fav­ 
ored this country getting entangled 
in the war in any way. 
If there 
was war, it was only to fight against 
invasion. 
Resolutions to 
that 
effect 
were 
adopted and w ired to President Wood­ 
row Wilson. 
A copy of the resolutions follow: 
Brainerd. Minn., Feb. 7, 1917. 
Honorable Woodrow Wilson, Pres­ 
ident of United States of America: 
Honorable S ir:— At a mass meeting 
composed 
of 
blacksmiths, carmen, 
machinists, boilermakers and other 
citizens of this city, the following 
resolution was adopted and the u n d ­ 
ersigned authorized to forward same 
to you. 
Whereas, America stands In im­ 
minent danger of being embroilc I in 
the dreadful war now raging thrc i^h 
out Europe, and 
Whereas, the cause of this danger 
is the threat made to sink all ships 
entering a specified zone; 
The reft r*. be it Resolved. 
That we believe it would be for the 
best Interests of America for our 
president and congress to avoid this 
grave danger by placing an embargo 
upon the rliipment of all products to 
warring nations, and by prohibiting 
all American citizens and ships from 
entering this zone, unless they do so 
at their own risk and their own re­ 
sponsibility. 
And be it further resolved; 
That, w v are opposed to this n a ­ 
tion going to war for any qause other 
than to repel invasion of our shoYes, 
and that we consider it to be treason 
to the American people for a few in ­ 
dividuals to jeapordize the peace of 
this country by conducting business 
with any nation under blockade, and 
that to permit this 
people 
to 
be 
swept Into this insane war, for any 
cause that can be prevented, Mould 
be the crowning act of madness; 
And. be it F u rth e r Resolved; 
That we know our people have s u f­ 
fered enough as a result of this war 
through the tremendous increase in 
the cost of living. 
We therefore de­ 
mand that our government keep us at 
peace, and as workers we favor call­ 
ing a “General Strike” in order to 
prevent war, for any cause, lither 
than to resist invasion.”
